EVE ARDEN (Jessica Brandenbury] 


Eve Arden was bornin Mill Valley, California, 
Her first job in the theatre was for the Henry 
Duffy Player’s summer stock company at the 
Alcazar Theatre in San Francisco. She simply 
walked into the theatre and asked Henry Duffy 

for a job, 


Eve then went to Los Angeles and New York. 

Good fortune smiled and Eve became leading 
lady in a group of four troupers calling them- 
selves the Bandbox Repertory Theatre. Travel+ 
ing in an old Ford, with a few props and baby 
Spots, they played a hotel lobby circuit from 
Palm Springs to Santa Barbara, California. 


Eventually Eve joined the Pasadena Playhouse 
in a Musical, LO AND BEHOLD, in which she 
appeared in a series of sketches, Her notices 
were good and attracted the attention of famous 
producer Lee Shubert. He brought Eve Arden to 
Broadway and the critics confirmed Shubert’s 
belief in her, 


Eve returned to the West Coast when her 
mother died, She was lured into motion pictures 
by being promised a role in the film version 
of STAGE DOOR. Her part was_ practically 
written as the film was being made and what 
started out as a minor role with Katharine 
Hepburn, wound up as a wonderful showcase 
for the comedy talents of Eve Arden. But she 
was still not convinced that Hollywood was her 
dish of tea and returned to Broadway where 
she scored another success opposite Danny 
Kaye in LET’S FACE IT. 


Her uncanny ability to change her. voice, 
gestures and dialects won her the coveted 
role. of the Russian guerrilla in DOUGH- 
GIRLS and brought her back to. Hollywood 
under long term contract to Warner Brothers. 
A succession of meaty roles followed in such 
important pictures as MILDRED PIERCE and 
NIGHT AND DAY which established her as one 
of the top ranking comediennes of screen but 
she soon wWearied of subsequent roles that had 
her playing fast talking best friend and she 
chose to be a free lance actress, 


She later returned to her alma mater, War- 
ner Brothers for a starring role with Robert 
Preston as “‘Lottie’’ in the film version of 
the Broadway hit, DARK AT THE TOP OF 
THE . STAIRS. Her “performance in thesiitm 


delighted motion picture critics who hailed 
her dramatic talents. 


No estimate of Eve Arden could be complete 
without mention of OUR MISS BROOKS which 
has probably won her the greatest single 
recognition and popular public acclaim. 


The highest rated comedy show in radio for 
many years, OUR MISS BROOKS was virtually 
guaranteed equal honors when the transition 
was made to television and as America’s fa- 
yorite school teacher, Eve Arden won an Emmy 
Award as television’s Best Comedienne, 


Miss Arden has frequently been seen as 
a guest star on such shows as RUN FOR YOUR 
LIKE, BEWITCHED, THE MAN FROM 
U.N.G.L.E., RED SKELTON and LAUGH-IN 
etc. She also starred in the highly rated 
MOTHERS-IN-LAW television series for NBC. 


BROOKS WEST (Roger Brandenbury) 


Brooks West gained his theatrical training 
at the University of Texas and after graduation, 
became a regular member of a Summer theatre 
on Long Island where he launched his pro- 
fessional career, Immediately after that sume 
mer, he toured with Alfred Lunt and Lynn 
Fontanne in TAMING OF THE SHREW and 
with the same stars, appeared on Broadway 
in THERE SHALL BE NO NIGHT. 


World War II followed quickly and Brooks 
joined another tour, the USAF for four years, 
Back to Broadway, he joined Ingrid Bergman 
in Maxwell Anderson’s JOAN OF LORRAINE 
and following that, a National tour with the 
late Susan Peters. in THE BARRETTS OF 
WIMPOLE STREET. 


Brooks interrupted his career in the theatre 
long enough to establish a reputation in tele- 
vision when most shows were live. He is best 
remembered for his co»starring role opposite 
Marie Wilson as a regular on MY FRIEND 
IRMA. He also co-produced the Eve Arden 
television series, 


Brooks West and Eve Arden were first teamed 
in a stock tour of HERE TODAY and were 
married by the end of that summer. They 
have since appeared together in the West 
Coast company of AUNTIE MAME, and in such 
productions as OVER 21, MARRIAGE GO 
ROUND, GOODBYE CHARLIE, CACTUS FLO- 
WER, BEEKMAN PLACE and BAREFOOT IN 
THE PARK, They were also co-starred in 
Otto Preminger’s film ANATOMY OF A MUR- 
DER,
